Cradock  invaded  Norview,  which  was  by  now  a vastly  improved  team,  but 
nevertheless  the  “Little  Admirals”  came  through  with  flying  colors  by  a convincing 
margin  of  27-13,  Agee  and  Wood  putting  the  game  on  ice  with  two  last  quarter 
touchdowns.  In  the  following  week  powerful  Class  A Granby  marched  on  the 
field,  confident  of  a win  over  the  Maroon  and  Gold  but  were  sadly  mistaken  as 
Spies  came  through  with  two  touchdowns  and  two  extra  points  on  his  own,  leading 
Cradock  to  a 14-0  win  over  the  Comets.  Peterson  also  turned  in  a brilliant  de- 
fensive game  as  did  Story  and  the  entire  Cradock  line.  Having  virtually  clinched 
the  Norfolk  County  Championship,  Coach  Veazie  started  getting  his  team  ready 
for  Oceana  in  a return  game,  set  for  the  following  week.  Cradock  evidently  was 
ready,  taking  Oceana  in  stride  20:0.  With  Spies  and  Agee  leading  the  way, 
Cradock  clinched  the  Championship  by  closing  out  the  season  with  a 13-0  win 
over  South  Norfolk.
